To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Bagshot  Rural  District  Council 


Hr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  state  of  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  1969* 

In  the  vital  statistics  we  see  a continued  rise  in  the  popialation  with  a 
trend  towards  an  increasing  birth  rate.  The  absence  of  deaths  from  any  of  the 
common  infectious  diseases  and  from  maternity  is  of  satisfactory  report. 

Despite  some  embarrassment  in  the  supply  of  Measles  Vaccine  protection  was 
gp.ven  to  almost  150  children,  the  majority  imder  4 years  of  age.  It  is  important 
that  this  type  of  vaccination  should  now  be  pursued  more  vigorously  as  the 
vaccine  is  freely  available  and  it  is  the  Department  of  Health’s  advice  that  all 
children  shoxild  be  given  their  single  injection  as  soon  as  possible  after  they 
reach  12  months  of  age. 

It  is  gratifying  to  kn.ow  of  the  continued  extensions  of  main  water  supplies 
to  existing  properties  and  of  the  high  degree  of  chemical  and  bacteriological 
purity  of  the  waters  supplied  by  the  two  Con5>anies,  It  is  unfortimate  that  in 
common  with  most  others  their  natural  fluoride  levels  are  so  low  but  we  must 
hope  that  it  win  not  be  too  long  before  the  necessary  legislation  is  introduced 
to  remedy  this  by  artificial  methods  and  of  course  primarily  in  the  cause  of 
the  prevention  of  dental  caries 

In  this  area,  as  with  most  of  Surrey,  raw  milk  sanrpli.ng  has  continued  to 
give  negative  findings  for  Brucellosis,  It  is  known,  however,  that  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  fisheries  are  proposing  to  introduce  their  Brucellosis 
Incentives  Scheme,  which  has  now  been  done  in  1970,  The  objects  are  briefly  to 
encourage  the  owners  of  clean  or  relatively  clean  herds  to  achieve  early 
voluntary  accreditation. 

The  year  has  seen  a considerable  amount  of  progress  in  the  activities 
which  are  co-ordinated  by  the  Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  Towards  its 
close  arrangements  were  in  hand  for  the  commencement  of  the  County  Clinic 
Health  Services  in  the  new  Windle  Valley  Day  Centre, 
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I vdsh  to  acknowledge  the  help  which  Dr,  Cook  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  G-uildford  continues  to  give  us  on  all  aspects  of  bacteriological 
investigations  and,  in  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  Council,  the  Clerk  and 
the  Chief  Officers  for  their  help  and  consideration  on  all  health  problems 
and  the  General  Practitioners  for  their  co-operation  at  all  times,

Of  the  four  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  which  failed  the  Methylene  Blue 
Test,  two  had  been  kept  too  long  on  the  shop  premises  before  sale  and  the 
other  tw©  failures  were  attributable  to  carelessness  at  the  dairy  concerned 
resulting  in  sale  from  the  previous  days  delivery. 

Follow  up  samples  in  all  cases  were  satisfactory. 
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The  phosphatase  test  gives  an  indication  of  effective  pasterorisation,  and 
the  methylene  blue  test  determines  keeping  quality  and  cleanlinessc  The  turbidity 
test  checks  the  efficiency  of  sterilisation. 

Ice  Cream 

Mth  the  exception  of  one  manufacturer  of  con^^lete  cold-mix  cream,  all 
ice  cream  is  produced  outside  the  area.  The  bulk  of  the  ice  cream  is  prepacked 
by  firms  of  national  repute  and  sold  from  shops,  in  addition  a few  mobile  vans 
trade  in  the  District, 

Eleven  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  these  were  all  reported  upon  as  falling  within  Grade  I,

This  sample  is  clear  and  "bright  in  appearance,  just  on  the  alkaline  side  of 
neutrality  and  free  from  iron  and  other  metals.  The  water  is  very  hard  in 
character  hut  not  excessively  so  and  it  contains  no  excess  of  mineral 
constituents (.

I have  the  honoijr  to  present  the  Annml  Report  ®n  the  environmental 
health,  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  during  the  year  ended  31 st 
December,  I969. 

Changes  occurred  both  in  inspectorial  and  clerical  staff  and,  whilst 
we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  ea.rly  replacements,  this  naturally  retarded 
the  work  ©f  the  Department  whilst  new  staff  became  acquainted  with  the 
District  and  the  work  involvedg. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  increased  the  amo^mts  ©f  g.rant  available  for 
iE^jrovement  of  properties,  and  introduced  qualification  certificates  for 
the  fixing  of  fair  rents  where  properties  satisfied  certain  conditions 
with  regard  to  repair  and  provision  of  standard  amenities,  Gonsequently 
the  number  of  inspections  in  respect  of  these  increased,  and  it  is  to  be 
expected  that  these  provisions  will  continue  to  encourage  more  applications 
and  considerably  increase  the  work  of  the  Department, 

As  the  population  continues  to  rise  there  is  an  increasirAg  call  for 
services  and  advice  and  more  time  had  to  be  spent  on  such  ma.tters  as  refuse 
collection  and  di^sposal,  ces^ool  emptjring  and  draina.ge,  resulting  in  a 
decrease  in  the  time  available  for  inspections  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations,  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  and  Factories  Act, 

Routine  inspections  form  a most  important  part  of  our  work  and  whilst 
I consider  the  business  premises  in  the  District  are  in  general  satisfactory 
it  is  essential  that  visits  be  made  for  improvement  of  standards  in 
partictjlar  cases  and  for  the  maintaining  of  high  standards  in  general. 

If  these  premises  are  to  be  given  the  desired  attention  then  the  time  is 
not  far  distant  when  consideration  will  need  to  be  given  to  the  enployment 
of  additional  staff. 

The  continued  increase  in  the  volume  of  ref\ise  and  labour  .shortages 
creates  constant  problems  in  the  maintenance  of  a regular  refuse  collection 
service.  During  the  first  three  months  of  the  year  there  were  mavoid- 
able  delays  in  refuse  collection  in  the  Lightwater,  West  End  and  Bisley 
areas,  and  further  interruption  in  the  service  throughout  the  District  when 
the  refuse  collectors  went  on  a one  week  strike  on  the  6th  October,  1969 
at  the  time  of  extensive  strikes  of  refuse  collectors  throughout  the 
country. 
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The  Coijncil  decided  to  call  in  a Work  Study  Unit  and,  at  the  end  of 
the  year,  surveys  were  being  carried  out  on  the  refuse  collection  rounds 
with  a view  to  the  introduction  of  a Work  Studied  Refuse  Collection 
Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  daring  1970, 

In  conclusion,  I would  take  this  opport'unity  of  thanking  all  members 
of  the  Department  for  their  support  throughout  the  year  and  to  Members  and 
Chief  Officers  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation  in  all  matters 
appertaining  to  the  Department,

REFUSE  DISPOSAL 

Disposal  continued  by  means  of  controlled  tipping  at  Broadferd  Lane, 
Chobham,  this  being  operated  by  an  outside  firm  of  contractors. 

Excavation  of  the  site  continued  and  it  is  estimated  that  some  4-5 
years  of  tipping  life  remains. 

In  view  of  the  limited  capacity  of  the  Chobham  tip  the  Council  are 
actively  engaged  in  considering  future  methods  of  refuse  disposal  in 
conjunction  with  neighbouring  authorities* 

The  agreement  with  Woki,ng  Urban  District  Co\mcil  to  dispose  of  some 
60  tons  of  refuse  per  week  continued  and  it  is  estimated  that  approximately 
200  tons  of  refuse  per  week  was  disposed  of  on  the  Chobham  site.
